"Lu na has landed." 


The last sig nals receiv ed from 
Lu na were "appropriate to a 
soft landing ,” he added. 
Unofficial sou rces in Moscow- 
had predicted when Lu na 15 
took off Ju ly 13 that it wou ld at­ 
tempt a remote-controlled lu nar 
landing to retriev e a sample of 
moon soil—a task already per­ 
formed by the American astro­ 
nau ts. 
No Indicatio n 
Bu t in the absence of sig nals, 
there was no immediate indica­ 
tion that Lu na 15 was operating 
"liv e” on the moon’s su rface. 
Asked abou t the possibility 
that the probe cou ld still lift off 
with a lu nar sample for a rou nd 
trip to earth ahead of Apollo 11, 
Dav ies said: "It is now possible 
that the Ru ssian probe will be

Eag le Blasto ff 
Is Successful

Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. blasted off 
safely from the moon and into 
lu nar orbit today , beg inning the 
complex maneu v ers to link u p 
with their mo ther ship. They 
left behind 
their footprints in 
the lu nar du st and In the history 
of maq . 
Their liftoff beg an 69 seconds 
after the command ship, with 
Michael Collins its lone passen­ 
g er, 
passed 69 
miles 
abov e 
Tranq u illity Base. Sev en min­ 
u tes later, they entered orbit 
and a 3*4 hou r chase beg an. 
Link Up 
If all went well, the two ships 
wou ld link u p at 5:32 p.m. EDT. 
and head for home at 12:57 a.m. 
Tu esday . 
Their thru st lander, which set­ 
tled them onto the su rface Su n­ 
day for a 21*4 hou r stay , serv ed 
them, too, at liftoff. They left 
behind the spindly -leg g ed lower 
stag e, their lau nching platform, 
as a permanent memento of 
Ju ly 20, 1969—the day man land­ 
ed on the moon. 
It was the first time a rocket 
had lifted any thing from the 
moon. 
Armstrong and Aldrin staked 
their liv es on a sing le eng ine 
which was to lift the cabin sec­ 
tion of Eag le off the su rface. 
The bottom half of the craft, 
with the landing leg s, were to 
serv e as a lau nching pad and 
will be left on the moon. 
The firing was to be the first 
for the ascent eng ine on the 
Apollo 11 mission. 
Bo ulder Field 
As they prepared for liftoff 
Armstrong prov ided a descrip 
tion of the bou lder field in which 
Eag le had landed. 
"Some of the bou lders look as 
if they ’re basalt, 
and some 
seem to hav e cry stals,” he said. 
"We’re in a bou lder field with 
rocks rang ing u p to two feet, 
some on top of the su rface and 
some partially bu ried. Working 
with the scoop we also fou nd 
some completely bu ried in the 
powder.” 
He said he 
su spected the 
rocks came from a crater which 
they narrowly av oided du ring 
the descent to the moon y ester­ 
day . 
Mission control awakened the 
moonmen shortly after 11 a.m. 
following a six -hou r rest period. 
Instru ments 
which 
monitored 
Armstrong du ring the nig ht in­ 
dicated he slept fitfu lly . There 
is only one set of biomedical in­ 
stru ments in the cabin so Aldrin 
was not monitored. 
Difficult Sleeping 
Sleeping in the cramped q u ar­ 
ters of the LM is difficu lt and 
Aldrin reported: "Neil has been 
ly ing on the eng ine cov er and I 
cu rled u p on the floor.” 
Checking 
of sy stems 
and 
switch setting s for the critical 
liftoff was the No. 1 priority aft­ 
er wakeu p. 
Once linked u p, they plan to 
fire themselv es back toward 
earth early Tu esday , ending a 
space ody ssey in which they 


etched their names beside those 
of history ’s g reat ex plorers, Co­ 
lu mbu s, Balboa, Mag ellan, da 
Gama and By rd. 
Throu g h the mag ic of telev i- 
sion, an estimated 500 million 
people arou nd the world had a 
ring side seat to man’s g reatest 
adv entu re. 
Unforg ettable 
It was u nforg ettable. 
Armstrong climbed throu g h 
the LM hatch and started back­ 
ing down a nine-ru ng ladder. On 
the second ru ng from the bot­ 
tom, he opened a compartment, 
ex posing a telev ision camera. 
The pictu re was black and 
white and somewhat jerky , bu t 
it recorded history . 
Among scientists, there was 
elation that the crew had landed 
in an area with a v ariety of 
rocks, a treasu re that held at 
least the hope of a rich pay off in 
the search to learn more abou t 
As Armstrong planted his size 
9*/2 left boot on the powdery su r­ 
face at 10:56 p.m. Su nday , he 
spoke words that will be re­ 
membered for all time: "That’s 
one small step for man, a g iant 
leap for mankind.” 
The camera trained on Aldrin 
as he stepped on the far shore 
20 minu tes later and ex claimed:

hidden 
fears 
amon g us: cherophobia, the distrust of 
happin ess; 
ergophobia, 
ergasiophogia, 
pan ophobia — all used to describe a fear 
of work, a force n ow so widespread that 
apparen tly on e n ame isn 't en ough. To 
these the specialists add paralipophobia, 
a dread of n ot doin g somethin g; pan to­ 
phobia, a fear of everythin g, an d so on . 
No won der the Rev. Norman Vin cen t 
Peale says, ‘'The patron sain t of this 
coun try seems to be St. Vitus.” 
Yet this coun try was built for Faith, 
n ot Fear. 
The gen eration gap is an overworked 
cliche for the simple fact that n on e of 
us is as youn g as he used to be, n or as 
old as he is goin g to be. Moreover, there 
is really little differen ce between gen er­ 
ation s; much is largely a m atter of pure 
luck an d chron ology. But it remain s im­ 
portan t, n evertheless, that the youn g be 
train ed to paren tal disciplin e, an d we 
have been watchin g that essen tial erod­ 
ed. Nearly an y youth can defy all autho­ 
rity an d n ot on ly be patted on the head 
but applauded by a large part of an old­ 
er gen eration which should kn ow better. 
Mean while, the average child durin g 
the ages of five through 16 is subjected 
to an estimated 21,000 hours un der the 
in fluen ce of television . 
TV is the third paren t in the home. 
Million s of children spen d more time in 
fron t of the TV set than they spen d in 
school. An d the villain y they’re bein g 
taught they are performin g. 
Children 
imitate what they see an d hear, as every 
paren t kn ows. The third paren t in the 
home is teachin g them by repetition , rep­ 
etition , repetition to ex pect violen ce an d 
to seek it. 
The in telligen t thin g for paren ts to do 
today, of course, is to switch aff all vio­ 
len t TV un til the moguls in comman d 
of the fast-buck, mon ey-makin g machin es 
kn own as NBC, CBS an d ABC show some 
con scien ce. 
The latest FBI report shows that half 
of all arrests for serious crimes n ow 
in volves person s 18 or un der an d on e- 
quarter of all arrests in volves those un ­ 
der 15. This year on e out of every 20 
juven iles will commit a crime. 


Combin e this with racial disorders. It 
is popular to say in our racial problem 
that “ we can afford a little violen ce.” 
But there is an arrogan ce in this which 
is n ot bein g checked. We see the rise of 
the status of violen ce. We see a rise in 
the prestige of violen ce. We see an en vy 
of ex cellen ce, black or white; what the 
British call ‘cuttin g down the tall pop­ 
pies.” 
The probability of bad n eighborlin ess 
is in creased by the poun din g home of the 
un true assumption that most Negroes live 
wretched lives an d that m atters are go­ 
in g from bad to worse (which they are 
n ot) an d that Negro violen ce is in evit­ 
able, if n ot actually justifiable. We are 
misled 
an d 
distracted 
by 
the 
Rapp 
Brown s, Stokey Carmichaels, Eldridge 
Cleavers 
an d 
others 
who 
champion 
racism, an ti-Semitism, violen ce an d ha­ 
tred with all the eclat of a Mako shark. 
In simple truth, the lot of man y Ne­ 
groes has always been deplorable but, by 
most stan dards, it is en ormously less de­ 
plorable today. Surely, the Negro is much 
better off than ever before an d is much 
closer to full civil rights an d other ad­ 
van ces than Dr. Martin Luther Kin g Jr. 
or an y other Negro leader would have 
thought possible on ly a few’ years ago. 
In the broadest sen se today's move­ 
men t toward n ihilism, an archy, separ­ 
atism an d alien ation , an d the cyn icism 
that 
accompan ies 
each, 
is 
in 
large 
part due to the un dermin ed faith of our 
people. 
Mean while, we hear the preachin g of 
“ permissiven ess.” We are told to accept 
the immoral as moral, the abn ormal as 
n ormal, the obscen e as valuable. But if 
“ an ythin g goes” then , of course, every­ 
thin g goes. An d coun tries that praise the 
pigs in the pasture don 't last very lon g. 
Every in tern al an d ex tern al en emy of the 
Un ited States kn ows the advan tages of 
destroyin g a n ation 's stan dards. The re­ 
wards are as old as the Trojan horse. 
All these thin gs are totally un typical 
of our n ation ’s in n er spirit. An d we n eed 
a rekin dlin g of that in n er spirit. The men 
we should cherish are those who set ex ­ 
amples for this revival. In a word, this 
is the true lesson given our great coun try 
by astron auts Aldrin . Armstron g an d 
Collin s.

The truckin g in dustry, en gaged in a 


determin ed campaign for the last year or 


so to persuade the govern men t to give 


even larger trucks the run of the n ation 's 


roads, has lately come up with a n ew 
argumen t to bolster its case. 
In dustry spokesmen asserted in con ­ 
gression al hearin gs that the size an d 
weight hikes desired would actually con ­ 
tribute to highway safety. Their reason ­ 
in g is that by aban don in g the presen t 
weight limit — 73.28 0 poun ds — for trucks 
on the in terstate system an d adoptin g in ­ 
stead an ax le spacin g formula, weight 
distribution would be improved. Trucks 
might be heavier — up to 9 2.500 poun ds 


an d therefore less of a hazard to truck­ 
ers, passen ger car drivers, bridges an d 
the roadways themselves. 
There is n o question that truckin g is 
of a con sumption -happy society or that 
a vital elemen t in the tran sport system 
there are valid argumen ts for brin gin g 
ex istin g regulation s in to lin e with chan g­ 
in g n eeds of the in dustry an d public, im­ 
proved techn ology an d highway facilities. 
But this is on e that is likely to be dif­ 
ficult to sell to drivers who have had 
white-kn uckled ex perien ce man euverin g 
aroun d an d amon g presen t width an d 
weight trucks, or struggled to keep a car 
on the road in the gale-force win ds fre­ 
quen tly
